112 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claims 22, 23 and 25 under 35 USC 112, second paragrapli, 
outlined in the Final Office Action, has been overcome by applicant's amendment 
(10/24/08). The amendment clarifies the claim text as appropriate. 

103 Rejections Witiidrawn
